Instructions From the Vatican to the Heads

OTTAWA, May 28.—A gentleman who has ar- 
gived here from Newfoundland in eon 
nection with business with the Dominion 
Government, says that the people of that 
colony are in a demoralized condition, almost 
on the verge of rebellion against the British 
Government, for the manner in which 
they have been treated by the im- 
perial acthorities in surrendering to 
France one of the most valuable sections. 
of the island, while France continues to dis- 
criminate against them. From this distance, 
he says, it is impossible to picture the excite- 
ment that prevails throughout the colony. 
No action of the British or Colon al Govern- 
ment has ever done more to create a desire on 
the part of the colony for annexation with the 
United States than the apathy now shown by 
the British Government, 

„Should we not succeed in securing our 
rights, he said, there will be an insurrec- 
tion, and the United States will be appealed to 
by nine-tenthsofthe people of Newfoundland 
to admit usintothe Union. All idea of enter- 
ing the Dominion has been abandoned, as not 
only has Sir John MacDonald and his Govern- 
ment expressed themselves unwilling to 
assume the responsibility sich «step would 
involve in the present unsettled state of af- 
fairs, but the people see that their position 
would not be in the least improved by such 
an alliance, the only remedy being to enter 
the American Republic, which would insure 
the protection of the United Stateg against 
French aggression.’’ 

AN UNPOPULAR SUGGESTION. 

LONDON, May 28.—The Post, reflecting in its 
utterances the general disgust which the 
action of the Newfoundland Legislature, “Th 
addressing itself defiantly to the Queen, has 
provoked, gravely makes the suggestion that 
the Government settie the fisheries dispute by 
ceeding Newfoundland to France and grant- 
ing in addition pecuniary compensation to 
the French fishermen. Such proceedings 
could not fail to settle the dispute as far as 
France is concerned, and to settle the New- 
foundianders aswell. It ie more than likely 
that the Government will reply to the address 
of the Newfoundland Parliament by insisting 
upon the compliance of that colony with the 
terms of the agreement with France, in de- 
fault of which sterner measures will be taken. 

INSTRUCTIONS FROM THE VATICAN, 

ROME, May 28.—Instructions have been for- 
warded from the Vatican to the heads of the 
Catholic Church in the Dominion of Canada to 
endeavor by all legitimate means to allay the 
strife existing between the Canadian and 
French fishermen.

SOFIA, May 28.—The trial of Maj. Panitza, 
who is charged with conspiring against Prince 
Ferdinand, was continued to-day.

DECLARATION OF PRINCIPLES BY A MASS 
MEETING AT MILWAUKEE. 


Organizing to Defeat the Bennett Law— 
Resolutions Adopted by the Benevolent 
Societies Incorsed—Electien ef Officers 
and Adjournment of the Cenventies— 
Prospects of a Het Campaign, 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., May 28.—At a late hour 
last night the following declaration of prin- 
ciples was adopted by the mess- meeting of 
Catholics in this city: , 

We, the members of the First State Con- 
vention oi the German Catholics in Wiscon- 
ain, consider it our bighest and most sacred 
duty to assure the common father of all 
Catholic Christendom, His Holiness, 
Pope Leo XIII., of our uncondl- 
tional submission to the infallible teach- 
ings of Christ’s representative and successor 
of St. Peter, and do assure His Holiness 
of our unconditional submission to his fath- 
erly and loving care, Together with this, our 
humble submission, we express here our most 
ardent wish that so just and reasonable de- 
mand of the Holy Father and of all OChristen- 
dom, the patrimony of St. Peter or the an- 
nexed Papal state, may, in accord with the 
all-wise guidance of God be returned during 
the lifetime of his Holiness to the religious 
heirs.’’ ' 

The declaration then acknowledges the dual 
duty of Catholics as members of the Church 
and citizens, points to the sacrifices made by 
the Catholics in defense of the integrity of the 
Union, and continues: 


In order to make a nation capable of such 
sacrifices civil government must not only 
abstain from attacking personal and heredi- 
tary rights but must protect these by wise, 
reasonabie and just laws. Therefore we de- 
mand that religious liberty and liberty of 
conscience, the most holy and inalienable 
rights of all citizens, shallremain, as grant- 
ed, unaltered and unabridged. Furthermore, 
as we consider the maintenance of these 
rights absolutely dependent upon educa- 
tion of our children in our own schools, we 
demand this privilege and shall, independ- 
dent of all other party political interest join 
at the polls those citizens who are of the 
same opinion concerning church schools, so 
that in the struggie with our oppressors we 
may be more sure of victory and maintain 
for eur people Christian principles. We, 
therefore, aly indorse the -resolutions 
adopted by the convention of VOatholic 
Benevolent Sacieties of the State in reference 
to the Bennett law, indorsing the same in all 
their bearings.’’ 

The declaration closes with en indorsement 
of Benvolent societies. 


CONVENTION PROCEEDINGS. 

The convention of German Catholic Socie- 
ties got an early start this morning to make 
up for previous delays and was at work 
shortly after 8 o’clock. Business was crowded 
through in a lively manner and final adjourn- 
ment was taken before II o’ciock, The first 
business was to finish athe election of officers. 
Before the close of last night’s session Gustav 
Kaiser of Milwaukee was re-elected president, 
Edward Hackner of Lacrosse was elected 
First Vice-President and John Goltesacker of 
Sheboygan Second Vice-President. This 
pete dee » | Anton Aickel of Milwaukee was 
elected Secretary ; Charles Miller of La Crosse, 
Corresponding Secretary; Jacob Horn of La 
Crosse, Treasurer; Executive Committee, 
Martin Gert, Oshkosh; Henry Brorecker, 
Racine: Anton Gemeiner, Milwaukee. A 
Labor Committee, consisting of Wm. Casper, 
John Lochernes, J. C. Ludwig, J. J. Fel- 
secker and A. Hermes of Milwaukee was 
selected, John C. Ludwig, Chairman of 
the Committee on Resolutions, presented 
some resolutions settmmg forth a plan 
for the organization for’ political 
work in the coming State campaign. 
The preamble asserted that in nosénse are 
the societies political, nor do they wart to 
dabble in politica, but that to oppose measures 
like the Bennett lawand to work for their 
repeal was a matter of conscience rather than 
a matter of polit lies. The German Catholic 
societies will not further nor oppose the in- 
terests of any political party, but will keep 
out of politics. But it is the sense of this con- 
vention the Bennett law and the spread of the 
paternal spirit in legisiation infringes upon 
our consciences, and it would bea wrong to 
our chiidren not to take an active part in op- 
posing such measures. It is 

Resolved, therefore, that the German Cath- 
olle societies take an active part in the com- 
Ing State campaign and will organize for that 
purpose as follows: 

An Executive Committee of twelve shall be 
selected for the State, seven of whom shall 
reside in Milwaukee; aiso, that a Senate Oom- 
mittee consisting of three members and an 
Assembly Committee of three members shall 
be appointed who will be under the direction 
and control of the Executive Committee. 
duty of these committees will be to watch 
carefully that no friend of paternal measures 
is elected to either branch of the Legisiature. 
The funds necessary to carry on the proper 
agitation shall be raised by voluntary sub- 
scriptions. 

This was adopted unanimously. 


ANOTHER RESOLUTION. 

Another resolution introduced by Mr. Lud- 
wig, and adopted, was one calling for the ap- 
pointment of a State Committee of five of 
which two shall reside in the State of Wiscon- 
sin and three in Milwaukee, that sball look 
closely after all bills that come before the 
Legisiature and report promptly any measure 
that may appear antagonistic to Catholics. 
This resolution also provides forthe appoint- 
ment of a committee of three in each parish in 
the State whose duty it shall be to secure the 
necessary protests when they are called for by 
the legislative committee. 

Another resolution, which was adopted, was 
one recommending the organization of de- 
bating olubs in every congregation in the 
State where the young men may be encour- 
aged to discuss questions of public interest.

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AN AGED COUPLE AT LAW 


MRS. ZSCHIESCHE, ON THE SHADY SIDE OF 
LIFE, SEEKS A DIVORCE 


She Loved Her New Husband So Dearly She 
Could Not Bear te See Him Werk, but 
Soen Tires of Her Bargain—He Does Not 
Want a Diverce, but Wishes the Present 
State of Affairs to Centinue—Legal Notes. 


For three days the contested divorce case of 
Mary Zschiesche against Ernest Zschiesche 
has been on trial before Judge Withrow in 
Court-room No. 3.

SUEN YEE, A PRETTY eint, RESCUED 
FROM HER BRUTAL MASTER. 


* 

The Mongellan Beauty Sold by Her Lever, 
Ah Moon, a Gambler, to Lee K 
Beaten and Forced by Her Owner te 
Lead a Lite ef Shame—sSuen Yeeo's Plea 
fer Protection, 


NEW YoRK, May 2%.—A pretty Chinese girl 
was found cowering in a room. on the top 
fioor of No. 11 Mott street yesterday after- 
noon, and was rescued bythe police. If the 
girl’s story, as interpreted, is true, she had 
been bought from a gambler for $600 and 
forced to engage in an immoral life for the 
financial benefit Of her purchaser. The res- 
cue and arrest of the man who ciaims to own 
the girl agitated Chinatown to such an extent 
that business generally was suspended, 
and even the opium joints were 
neglected for the time being. All 
the inhabitants of Mott street gathered in the 
vicinity of No. 11. a double five-story tene- 
ment, with a pressed brick front and of more 
pretentious appearance than its neighbors. 
It was erected with Chinese capital and is 
occupied by several tenants. Almost every 
article of trade known to Chinatown, from 
Joss to fantan, can be found in the building, 
and it is claimed the upper floors are given up 
to white women of the worst class. Brawis 
have been frequent, but police interference is 
rare, as the Chinese can do agreat deal of 
of fighting without making much noise, and 
are not given to making complaints even 
when they ure worsted. 

The Chinese girl, who gave her name as Suen 
Yee, was found in Room 18, on the top floor 
ofthe building, by Policemen O’Connor and 
Dwyer of the Tombs Police Court. When the 
officers entered the room the girl tried to es- 
capé, but was captured. She afterwards said 
her owner, Lee Kbi, had told her that police- 
men were all murderers and that white men 
generally were possessed of similar procliv- 
ities. She thought the officers had come 
to kill her becauge she had offended Lee Khi. 
Lee was also found inthe room and he was 


arrested on a charge of abduction. They 
were taken tothe Tombs and arraigned be- 
fore Justice Gorman. Difficulty was exne- 
rienced in obtaining an Interpreter, as the 
Chinamen whocould speak English claimed 
their countrymen would 

KILL THEM IF THEY INTERFERED. 

Finally one was found who agreed to act 
privately, and the girl was taken to the 
Justice’s examination room. She is quite 
young looking, and when she smiles ali her 
pearly teeth are seen. At other times she has 
a wearied and a somewhat hardened expres- 
sion. She said she was born in Ameer. China, 
nineteen years ago, and came to this country 
four yearsago. After residingin San Fran- 
elsco three years she was brought to New 
York by aChinese gambler named Ah Moon, 
who sold herto Lee Khifor $600 and then 
went back to China. Since coming to 
this city she said she had lived 
with Lee Khi at No. 11 Mott street, 
and he had forced her to lead an immoral life. 
When she objected he would beat her with a 
black jack (slung shot.) The girl said she did 
not want to lead an immoral life and wished 
to be protected from the man, as she was 
afraid of him. She said she wanted to be 
good, just like Amelican lady. She said 
she was ‘‘swindled’’ when she was brought 
here from San Francisco by Ah Moon. He 
told her they were coming here to live and 
after he lost all his money playing fan tan he 
sold her to Lee Knhi for $600 and went back to 
China. She said she was much ‘‘excited’’ 
when she was sold to Lee Khi 
and did not know . much about 
the transaction, but he told her he 
‘*‘bought her for business purposes. 
Lee Khi was committed to the Tombs prison 
In default of $2,500 bail for his appearance at 2 
o’ clock this afternoon, but the girl was com- 
mitted to the House of Detention as a witness. 
Col. Wm. C. Beecher and the Chinese Consul 
have been invited to De preasant atthe hear- 
ing this afternoon. Col. Beecher is a member 
of the Christian Chinese Association and has 
in his employ a trustworthy interpreter, who 
is not afraid of the other Chinamen. Lee 
Khi’s friends say he claims the girl as his 
wife and they deny the stories of ill treat- 
ment, but Khi bimself 

GRINS AND SAYS NOTHING. 

The Chinamen who were instrumental in 
bringing about the arrest say there is abun- 
dant proof that the girl was heid for immoral 
(oe) Ange and was frequentiy and brutally 

eaten by Lee Khl, who never allowed her to 
leave the room and rarely gave outsiders a 
chance to get even a glimpse at her. It is as- 
serted that Lee Khikeptaburiey Chinaman 
onthe landing below asaguard, and only 
men who were vouched for by Lee Khi could 
pass. According to the stories in Mott street 
the girl’s presence and imprisonment have 
been generally known and her beauty ex- 
tolled for months. It is said that when 
she first came from China she was 
a marvel of Oriental beauty and was employed 
by an aged and wealthy Chinese merchant in 
San Francisco as acompanion to his young 
wife. On the second day she met Ab Moon 
with whom she felt in love. When she learned 
he was a gambier her devotion did not falter. 
Finally he persuaded her that he would marry 
her and inveigied ber away from her friends. 
He dressed berin boy’s clothing, and after 
making brief stops in Denver, Chicago and 
other cities, brought her here and took her 
to No. 11 Mott street, where they lived as 
husband and wife until he, in trying 
to bankrupt the Mott street fan tan, 
lost the remnant of a once ample 
‘fortune, from a Chinese standpoint. At this 
junctnre Lee Knhi offered $600forthe girl and 
persuaded Ah Moon that she had been his 
evil genius and caused his brankruptcy. Ah 
Moon was also advised that with $600 and the 
gambling tricks he had learned in America he 
could return to China and win a large fortune, 
The arguments prevailed and Ah Moon sold 
the girl and disappeared. 

THE VICTIM ABUSED. 

Suen Yee is said to have wept for days after 
the gambler left as she was deeply in love 
with him. Hernew owner stood thisfor a 
few days and then, finding remon- 
strance and advice unavailing, 
resorted to abuse ‘and beat 
He also impressed upon her mind 
that horrible disaster was sure to follow 
any attempt on her part to escape. It is said 
he would take her to the windows and point 
out the policemen when they appeared on 
Mott street and tell her they were the regular 
murderers of the city and thatthe reason she 


cause the murderers bad killed allof them as 
fast as they were caught. He would also, it is 
alleged, tell ner the white men she saw upon 
the street were employed to drag women out 
of the house so that the murderers could kill 
them. White women who lived in the bulid- 
ing at various times interfered und threat- 
ened Lee Khi with the vengeance of the 
law it be did not mend his ways. 
Then he would treat the girl more humanely 
for atime, but soon the brutalitles would be 
resumed. Suen Yeo was was kept in a dingy 
room into which the sun never penetrated. 
containing a small bed, awash stand,a table 
and one chair. Her food was chiefly rice, and 
sometimes water as an accompaniment. The 
white women made several efforts to release 
the 927 from her imprisonment, but she 
coul not understand a word of 
English and haa been schooled to 
fear white women as well as men. She had 
been made to believe that der purchaser 
owned her absolutely under the laws of this 
country and had a perfect right legally to kill 
her if be chose. Justice Gorman will try to got 
at she truth of the various stories this after- 
noon. The English-speaking Chinamen of 
Mott street, in accordance with their usual 
custom, pretend to know nothing about the 
girl’s alleged imprisonment,

INSANITY 


HRS. ELLEN HALEY’S SUDDEN 


LEADS TO A MYSTERY. 


She Claims Another Woman’s Baby, and 
Ber Own in Some Way Disappears — 
Has She Killed It?— The Police Are 
Making a Search for the Lost Child — 
The Mad Mether in Custody. 


This morning Mrs. Ellen Haley was trans- 
ferred from the holdover at the Four Courts 
to a cell in the Insane Asylum. The poor 
woman is violently insane, and her arrest has 
brought to light the clreumstances surround- 
ing a mysterious disappearance. Mrs. Haley 
is laboring under a very peculiar hallacina- 
tion. 

About a month ago Dr. Russell Abel 
attended Mre. Frank Muller, 1529 Market 
street, inconfinement. The same day he was 
called to the residence of Mrs. Haley at 813 
South Ninth street. Mrs. Haley complained 
of feeling very nervous and seemed unusually 
excitable. She had been a patient of Dr. 
Abel’s for several years and, while he was 
writing a prescription for her, he cas- 
ually remarked having attenged Mrs. Muller. 


Mrs. Haley answered that the babe did not 
rightfully belong to Mrs. Muller and said she 
would go down to the house the next day and 
get it. Dr. Abel thought the remark was 
made in jest and thought no more of the 
matter. 

Mrs. Haley was then Insane. True to her 
word she went to Mrs. Muller’sthe next day, 
rang the door-bell and told the servant who 
answered that she had called to get her child. 
She was gent away, but came 
again an hour later and hung around on the 
street in front ot the house the greater part of 
the day. She repeated her visits every day for 
several weeks and yesterday became so violent 
in her demands for the child, which she 
claimed as her own, that Mrs. Muller called 
in Officer Davis, who sent Mrs. Haley 
to the Four Courts. There, in 
order to legally hold her, a charge of 
disturbing the peace was preferred. This 
morning Dr. farren G. Priest, the city 
physician, examined the woman and pro- 
nounced her a raving maniac. 

And now comes the mystery. Mrs. Haley is 
the widow of Jobn Haley, arestaurant keeper 
who did business opposite the Union Depot. 
Ten months ago her husband died and left a 
wife and two-year old boy at 818 South Ninth 
street. About four months since 
a male child was born to Mre. Haley. 
that child bas now disappeared and consid- 
erable speculation is indulged in by the 
friends of the unfortunate woman as to its 
present whereabouts. The little one was 
seen by the neighbors in the mother’s arms 
up toa month ago.

Treasurer Joseph Franklin made several 
reports. His fret report was on the fund for 
general purposes, showing the receipts and 
disbursements. It showed that there bad 
been received from various churches during 
the year $6,830.42, and this added to the bal- 
ance on hand of $665.61, made the total in the 
treasury $7,496.03. The disbursements were 
$7,080.95, leaving a balance on hand of $415. 08. 
Receipts since the report was written swelled 
the amount on band to $692.28. 

MR. FRANKLIN’S NEXT REPORT 
was hie regular report as treasurer, showing 
the assets and liabilities of the diocese. The 
total assets, including the balance of $592, 28 
from the fund for 8 purposes, were 
$966.87, and the liabilities the same amount, 
including $955.02 credited to profit and loss, 
Mr. Frankiin seid there was a total delin- 
quency of $374.20, which was the smallest 
during the twenty-three years he bas had 
charge of the funds. He thought that in 
the assets between the 
new dioceses, the cash 
should be divided equally between thei and 
each take the delinquent amounts belonging 
to it. These sums were about equal. Mr. 
Franklin asked to be relieved from further 
duty as Treasurer. 

Mr. Franklin’s report of the Theological 
Educational Fund showed the total receipts to 
be $1,518.48 and the total disbursements 
$1,050.45, leaving a balance on band of $463. 02. 
They had invested in real estate security 
$2,700, making their total fund $3, 163.02, 

Mr. Franklin'e report in the Aged and In- 
firm Clergy Fund showed a balance on hand 
from last pone of $3,385.54, which, added to the 
receipts of this year, brought the total amount 
on hand and receipte up to $6,524.64. The dis- 
bursements were $2,650, leaving a cash bal- 
ance of $3,874.64. There is invested in real 
estate 57, 300, making the total amount of the 
fund at present $11,174.64. | 

ST. LUKE’S HOSPITAL. 

Mr. C. 8. Freeborn, Treasurer of St. Luke’s 
Hospital, made a report showing its reeeipts 
to be $8,130.31 and its disbursements 37, 730. 86, 
leaving a cash balance of $399.45. The super- 
intendentof the hospital, Mrs. Chambers, in 
her report showed the reeeipts to be $12,598.71 
and the disbursements $12,555.10, leaving cash 
on handto the amount of $43.61.

The Beason Why the Secretary of State, 
Auditor and Attorney-General Did Not 
Attend the Banquet at the Lindell in 
Honor of the Merchants’ Bridge Open- 
ing. 


There ig a coolness existing between Gov. 
Francis and several officers of the State ad- 
ministration. The cause of the hard feeling 
isasnub which the Governor gave them on 
the oceasion of the Merchants’ Bridge open; 
ing. Several days previous to the dedication 
of the bridge, the Governor notified State 
Secretary of State Lesueur} State Auditor 
Seibertand Attorney-General Wood that he 
would like to have them present on that oocar 
sion to give proper representation of the Ad- 
ministration. They accepted the invitation 
and came to St. Louis to attend the cereme- 
nies, but the treatment they received at the 
hands of the Governor after they arrived bere 
was such that they went home in a high state 
of indignation without waiting for the ban- 
duet, which was given at the Lindell Hotel in 
the evening, in honor of the bridge’s open | 
ing. 

These facts were obtained thia morning 
from a Jefferson City gentieman who learned 
the whole story a few days ago. He said: 

It all came out at the meeting of the Board 
of Equalization on the Monday following the 
banquet. It seems that the Governor wish- 
ing to have the State Administration well rep- 
resented requested Messrs. Lesueur, Seibert 
and Wood to come to St. Louis and attend 
the ceremonies. Although the bridge opes - 
ing was not exactly a State ockggion, still the 
Governor being personally interested they 
agreed to come. When they arrived here, 
the Governor called on themand told them 
where to go and get the car which 


would take them to the new bridge. When 
they reached the depot, however, they found 
thatthe Governor’s staff had crowded into

There is no 
estrangement between the Governor and his 
three associates in the State administration 
over the matter, but they are not on the same 
friendly terms that they were before the snub 
occutred. I understand that there is similar 
trouble between Governor Fifer of Illinois and 
some of tbe Illinois State officers. They, too, 
complain that they were put in the back- 
ground bythe military, and they expressed 
their displeasure to the Governor. It seems 
to have been a great duy for the military.’’ 


MURDERED FOR HIS MONEY, 


The Horrible Fate of Sam Hutch, la Rus- 
sian Peddler, at Wurtzbereo, N. . 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsparTcs. 

WURTZBORO, N. T., May 2%.—Coroner 
Roesch yesterday began an inquest upon the 
body of Sam Hutch, a Russian, who was 
found In the shaft of an abandoned mine 
near this village on Sunday afternoon.

MUST BE TRIED ON JULY 7-

An Order Which Bespeaks a Determination 
to Administer the Law—The Queétien 


Whether Vail’s Former Attorneys wu 
Go Back in the Case Calling for Answers, 


Charles F. Vail has secured a continuance, 
but it is a question whether it would have 
been better for him to go to trial day before 
yesterday or to put off the ordeal by the means 
be has adopted. No one approves the 
he and his attorneys have pursued in delayiz 
the case and Vail’s declaration in his 
ment that he wants a speedy trial is 


. 


as he and his representatives have clamored 
for a quick trial the fact remains 


that when the opportunity occurred 
for him to prove, as he said he 
could prove, his innocence, his attorneys re- 
sorted to a measure which is not customary, 
even in the most Gesperate cases, to delay 
proceedings and prevent the hearing of the 
case. Much as the defendant may protest, he 
cannot avoid the conviction which bas taken 
hold of the public mind, that à trial for bim 
means conviction and the gallows,and he will 
resort to any extreme rather than that. The 
unfortunate thing for Vail is that his attorneys 
insisted so upon a quick trial, That was the 
key-note of their case. Beyond a doubt 
THE PROSECUTION DID DELAY 
the preliminary hearing and when the de- 
fense was ready and anxious to go ahead with 
that the prosecution was holding back, post- 
poning first for this cause, then for some 
other. Then the defense said that Vall was 
innocent; that Vall demanded a trial; that 
Vall ingisted upon hig privilege to go before a 
jury of his peers and lay the question of his 
gulltor ignocence before them for a final 
decision. That might have been 6 
good card to play it the tables 
had not been turned, but turn they did. As 
soon as the State announced itself ready for 
trial the defense was paralyzed. Then fol- 
lowed the dilatory motion which delayed the 
case twenty-one days. The attorneys for the 
defense did not think for a moment that a con- 
tinuance would be refused them;they knew 
that justice moved with a leaden step, 
and they thought that just for the aisking 
they could nave the case lald over until next 
term.

Divorce, Worldliness 
and Prohibition. 


Mew Conferences Formed and the Field of 


Work Enlarged—Twe Bishops Created— 
Vast Quantities of Legislation Prevented 
by the Committees—Improved Pian for 
the Entertainment ef the Next General 
Conference Adepted— Business Transact- 
ed in the Last Sessions Yesterday—Cles- 


ing Exercises. 


The General Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church South was in session seven- 
teen days, not including three Sundays that 
intervened. The first session was Wednesday 
morning, May 7. The last session was Mon- 
Gay night, May 26. During the time much 
Dusiness was transacted though but little of 


_ it was of prime importance. 


The first matter that came before the Gen- 
eral Conference calling for lengthy discussion 
was the rights of laymen. During the twenty- 
four years that laymen had been admitted to 
the general conferences of the church there 
had been no question of their equality witb 
the clerical delegates in all things. They had 
been placed upon the Committees on Episco- 
pacy and Appeals without protest from any 
source. Hut this time there was a protest. 

A CLERICAL DELBGATE CLAIMED 
that a minister had a right to a trial by his 
peers; that the rehearing of a case by the 
Committee on Appeals was atrial; thata lay- 
man was not a minister's peer. The attack 
upon this position was not confined to the lay- 
men; ministers fought for them, and it was 
recalied that in 1866 when laymen were admit- 
ted there was no question of their equality 
with ministers. 

The matter came toa vote after the debate 
had been spread over the best part of two 
days, and the equality of the lay with clerical 
class wasaffirmed by an almost unanimous 
vote. Subsequent attempts to reopen the 
contest were ineffectual, and there is little 
expectation of the matter being reopened in 
any subsequent conferences. 

Under the rules of the body all matters 
introduced were referred to committees and 
reported on before action was taken. So the 
first week passed and few matters wore finally 
disposed of. There were innumerable memo- 
rials and petitions asking for slight altera- 
tions of the Discipline tomake more definite 
certain clauses. In these there was little 
interest even for the great body of delegates. 


Only sections ofthe church were deeply af-/ 


fected by them. . 

After the tenth day new business was barred 
and reports were then coming in rapidiy. The 
Committees on 

REVISALS AND ITINERANCY 
were the most worked of the committees. 
The firet were called upen to consider all 
ainendations and additions to the discipline. 
The result of its deliberations on the mémori- 
als and petitions was for the most part reports 
ot non-concurrence. This negative disposi- 
tion of matters was considered of far more 
benefit to the church than revisals of the dis- 
cipline. 

The Committee on Itinerancy had its main 
work in the reading of and criticising confer- 
ence journals—a task us disagreeable and un- 
interesting as men were ever called upon to 
perform. Naturally, but little could come 
out of that. 

The next committee in hard work was the 
Committee on Boundaries, from which came 
recommendations for the creation of three 
new conferences. These conferences He two 
inthe West and one in the East. The new 
conterences sre Kast Columbia, New Mexico, 
and Western North Carolina. 

THE COMMITTEE OW SUNDAY SCHOOLS 
worked hard for two things and were defeated 
in both. The first thing was the creation ofa 
board that should be served by a salaried sec- 
retary;the second was the publication ofa 
literary and religious paper for youths in the 
church under the charge ofan efficient editor. 
Their defeat in these measures was quite un-

The Recommendation of the Real Estate 
Committee Excites Much Comment, 
Favorable mod Unfaverable—Some of 
the Reasons Urged for the Purchase 
Ihe Views of the Opponents, : 


VER since the failure 

of the Real Estate 

Committee of the Mer- 

chante’ Exchange to 

secure the ratification 

of their resolution 

recommending the 

purchase of the Plant- 

ers’ House property 

by the members of the 

Exchange the mem- 

bers of the committee 

have been hard at 

work looking up a 

piece of property 

which would be a 

good investment for a 

part of the surplus 

fund of the Merchants’ Exchange and could 

atthe same time be utilized as a lot upon 

which to build if it was deemed 

best to do 80. The negotiations with 

the Connecticut Mutual Life Insurance Co. 

ended exactly as it was anticipated that they 

would. Not a member of the Real Estate 

Committee, and scarcely a member of the 

Exchange, believed that the insurance com- 

pany would surrender for $600,000 an invest- 

ment that was yielding a good return on over 

$800,000, and the Real Estate Committee went 

to work on the supposition thatthe terms ef 

sale proposed by the Connecticut Mutual 
would be rejected. 

ALL AVAILABLE LOCATIONS 
were carefully examined and 
clusion reached that the ground on 
which the Pianters’ House stands was 


by far tne best that could be secured at any 
reasonabie figure. For this reason the rec- 
ommendation was made at the meeting held 
yesterday thatthe Real Estate Committee be 
em powered to offer $300,000 for the property in 
question. It is well understood that this offer, 
if made, will at once be accepted, as the 
stockholders of the company have expressed 
their willingness to sell at that figure. The 
recommendation of the Real Estate Commit- 
tee has given rise to not a little dis 
cussion among the members of the 
Merchants’ Excnange. Some agree that 
it is the best thing that can be done. The 
property, it is urged, is cheaper now than it 
is likely ever to beagain,the rental more 
than pays the taxes, and much of the ald 
building can be utilized shoula it be decided 
to erect a new exchange onthe site of the 
hotel. The Real Estate Committee, it is said, 
is composed of men who are of unquestioned 
business ability, and who have the interests 
of the Exchange at heart. What they recom- 
mend can therefore not be far from right. 
IT IS ALSO ARGUED 
that much of the hostility excited by the for- 
mer proposition was based on the belief that 
Ohbamber of Commerce could be purchased at 
a very low figure, and that since the stand 
taken by the bondholders has been made pub- 
lic, many will vote in favor of the Planters’ 
House purchase who were not inclined to do 
so when it was previously brought to a vote. 
On the other hand the opponents of the prop- 
osition are strong in their opposition. They 
state that when the uestion was 
first brought before the xchange it 
was strongly urged that to change 
the investment of the surplus fund from 
Government bonds to a real estate invest- 
ment, yielding an annual revenue of $39,000, 
would an excellent alteration. This state- 
ment of income was credited at the time to be 
accurate, but immediately after the proposed 
purchase was rejected, the fact developed 
that at the very time that the offer was made, 
and when the Real Estate Com mittee believed 
that the property was yielding a handsome 
return, the lessee was in default for rent for 
several months, and never paid one dollar 
afterwarde. 
THE OPPOSITION ARGUMENT. 

The hotel has been abandoned, and is now 
lying vacant. It is argued that to ask the Ex- 
change to pay $300,000 for a property that no 
one else has shown any indication to buy, and 
which is practically guntenanted after a 
proposition for its purchase atan advance of 
only $60,000 was rejected, when it was believed 
that it was yielding nearly $40,000 a year, is ex- 
pecting a great deal. The reduction in price 
is less than two years’ income from the hotel, 
which it was believed would be steadily paid 
when the last proposition was refused. To 
buy a piece of property which the lessee has 
abandoned and for which neither tenant nor 
purchaser can be found atthe figures named 
is, it is stated by those opposed to the propo- 
sition of the committee, very bad business. 
As an investment the property is largely 
speculative, while fit is intended to seek a 
new home for the Exchange the movement 
west of less than two hundred feet is regarded 
as scarcely worth considering. It is 
further argued that no undue haste 
should begbown in changing the present loca- 
tion. Forsix yearsto come the Merchants’ 
Exchange is obliged to pay $25,000 in rent. 
Should a lot that is practically vacant be pur- 
chased, the income from the surplus fund, no 
inconsiderable item, willbe lost during this 
period. When the present lease approaches 
its conclusion it is probable that better terms 
can be made than atthe present time. The 
contest promises to be a heated one. A three- 
fourths vote of the membersjof the Exchange 
is required to give effect tothe recommenda- 
tion of the real estate committee.

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HOW THE FUGITIVE BETRAYED HIS IDEN- 
TITY TO STRANGERS. 


M. Puchen’s Interesting Account of the De- 
tection and Arrest of the Notorious 
Parisian Agsassin—Mme. Bieniler’s Em- 
barrassing Qu Denounced at the 
French Coeonsuiate—Eyraud and His 
Former Friend, Gautier. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATcH. 

NRW York, May 28.—M. Puchen, whose in- 
teresting account of the arrest of the mur- 
derer, Eyraud, was printed in the Courier Des 
Etats-Unis yesterday, has furnished a second 
letter which is fully as interesting as the first. 
Eyraud arrived in Havana from Mexico May 
14 by the Orizaba and took lodgings at the 
Hotel Rome. Nothing particular was noticed 
about him at the time. He chose Room No. 
17, looking out on the Rue Teninte 
Del Ry, and lived like the other 
guests. He went in and out at al 
hours. It was finally remarked that he care- 
fully avoided entering into conversation with 
the other guests. The third day he suddenly 
announced that he would take his meals out 
of the hotel with a friend. It was also noticed 
that he grew paler with each day, and that he 
was deeply troubled about something or 
other. M. Puchen goes on to say: 

During bis last visit to M. and Mme. 
Puchen’s store, when Mme. Albertine 
Bieniler asked him jestingly if he had not en- 
countered Eyraud in Mexico, the assassin saw 
that his identity was suspected. At first he 
tried to turn the conversation, complaining of 
the heat, saying he thought thata man must 
have killed his father and mother to be 
obliged to take up his residence in Havana 
where the climate was so disagreeable and so 
unhealthy. Mme. Panchen looked him full 
in the face and pitilessly kept up the conver- 
sation.. 

es, Monsieur, aman who stays in Ha- 
vans must surely have committed murder.“ 
That wastoomuch, and it was then that 
Eyraud, who probably had not the means for 
immediate flight, grasped at the idea of 
brazening down the suspicions by playing his 
dangerous comedy with the portraits. A few 
moments later Eyraud met M. and Mme. Pu- 
chen on the street as they were going to the 

FUNERAL OF THE VICTIMS 
of the fire, and pushed his cynicism so far as 
to show them ‘the portrait of Eyraud ‘and 
Gabrielle Bompart in the Republique. ‘‘No 
one could recognize him in me, surely, 
thought he, ‘‘and if any one has suspicions 
they were better removed.“ 

But Eyraud had made his calculations badly. 
A glance at the portrait, though taken from 
an old photograph, confirmed them in their 
suspicions. While Mme. Pucben 
ining the picture with a closeness that was not 
reassuring for him, Eyraud sought to avoid 
further danger by affecting pleasantry, re- 
marking to Mme. Puchen: 

»The eyes are those of a rascal, and Mme. 
Puchen responded, looking him squarely in 
the eyes the while, yes, truly ne has the 
eyes of a rascal.’’ 

After leaving M. and Mme. Puchen, whose 
suspicions he knew were aroused, instead of 
going to his hotel, he determined to follow 
them and see what they did. He saw them go 
to the French Consulate and then he knewthat 
he was lost. He hastened to take his pre- 
cuutions either for flight or for making 
it impossible for the Puchen people 
to prove his identity in case 
he shonid be denounced. One man named 
Gautier, an old friend ot his in Havana, he 
knew could recognize him without difficulty 
and establish his indentity. Still keeping a 
boldface he determined to look up his friend 
as soon as possible and get him to avoid re- 
veailing his identity incase he should be de- 
nounced by M. Puchen going to his hotel. 
He took his baggage, and paid his bill, say 
ing that he was going into the country fora 
few days. Then he went to the Babia Station 
and

At first he 
tried to turn the conversation, complaining of 
the heat, saying he thought thata man must 
have killed his father and mother to be 
obliged to take up his residence in Havana 
where the climate was so disagreeable and 80 
unhealthy. Mme. Punchen looked him full 
in the face and pitilessly kept up the conver- 
sation.. 

es, Monsieur, aman who stays in Ha- 
vans must surely have committed murder.“ 

That wastoomuch, and it was then that 
Eyraud, who probably had not the means for 
immediate flight, grasped at the idea of 
brazening down the suspicions by playing his 
dangerous comedy with the portraits. A few 


moments later Eyraud met M. and Mme. Pu-

The polls elosed at noon to-day in the eleo- 
tion for the lady teachers to go to Europe, It 
Wasafitting wind up tothe most novel and 
successful newspaper enterprise ever at- 
tempted, Therush atthe end was unprece- 
dented. Nothwithstanding all the warning 
that bas been given, voters held back until 
the closing hour, Of course, under the rules, 
itis impossible to do anything but guess at 
the number of votes put in the mamouth bal- 
lot box. But a rough estimate of the number 
of packages, etc., would lead to the belief 
at least 125,000 ballots were 
put in the box between 5 p. 
m. yesterday and noou to-day. These were 
in such scattered torm that no possible ap- 
proximate of the result could be made. As 
an instance of this it is only necessary to state 
that nearly 2,000 packages containing ballots 
were received by mall this morning. They 
were ot all sizes and shapes. One thing was 
noticeable. Voters all observed the advice 
given then in order to ald the judges in secur- 
ing absolute secrecy. Scarcely one of the 
envelopes contained any words except ‘‘bal- 
lots for lady teachers,’’ or some sim ilar in- 
scription. There was no indication of the 
number of votes or the name of the candi- 
date. As fast as they were received they were 
slipped into the slot in the ballot box 
by the young lady custodian who has 
been put in charge by the judges. 
The statement above of 2,000 mail packages 
refers only to this morning. Late letter bags 
yesterday were equally bulky and contained 
J least as many ballots. A fair estimate, 
based on packages that could not be opened, 
and which were only handled sufficiently to 
drop them at the mail box, place the number 


ot ballots received by mall this morning at 


25,000. Nearly an equal number were re? 
ceived on the three late mails yesterday. 
This leaves at least 75,000 votes which were 
delivered by messengers between the time the 
PosT-DISPATCH went to press yesterday and 
the hour of noon to-day. To tell the winner, 
now, would be an utter impossibility. 
The man who would be least 


able to guess would be one who bad stationed 
himself alongside the ballot- box all morning. 
He would have been dumbfounded. If he 
came with a plea of keeping any talig of the 
vote he would have lost his count before he 
had watched ten minutes. The ballots were 
ing dropped in by men, women and chil- 
en m every conceivabie sorts of inclosures. 
Some ofthe packages were round, others 
Square. Little boys came in with packages 
owing by their thickness that they had 
canvassed their blocks thoroughly and had 
been successful in their arguments. Others 
came in with thick envelopes. Messenger 
boys brought neatly rolled parcels. Ladies 
led in their chilaren and the little voters had 
to belifted high in aif to reach the aper- 
ture at the the box. 
School children near schools 
who were out noon recess 
came in out of breath with their last ballots. 
They had left their class-rooms a few minutes

THE SCENE AT NOON, 

At noon, all preparations had been made 
for the closing inthe presence of the judges 
and their representatives.

All that there was 
to base an opinion upon was a big locked box 
containing at least 125,000 ballots which had 
been cast for at least 700 of the candidates in 
the race. 

OFFICIAL COUNT. 

Mr. Frank called the men who are to make 
the official count and he gave them their 
final instructions, They then journed for 
lunch until? p. m., when the count began. A 
special room has been fitted up for them with 
long tables and otber cooveniences, and there 
they are at work this afternoon. The doors 
are kept locked and nobody is allowed to en- 
ter the room or Interfere in any way with the 
work. It was a terrible pile of ballots that 
faced them this afternoon. They will work 
night and day, however, and their report will 
be ready in time to be given to the public in 
the next SUNDAY PosT-DISPATCH. At the 
game time the winner of the guessing contest 
will also be announced. 


A Review ef the Contest. 


On Saturday, March 22, a full page advertise- 
ment appeared in the PostT-DISPATCH an- 
nouncing the contest and explaining the con- 
ditions and prizes. On the following day the 


SUNDAY YOST- DISPATCH printed the ballot for 
the firsttimeand on 2 1g | the first vote 
was received and recorded. It was for Miss 
Elizabeth Carr of the High School. Several 
other ballots were received and the first 
twenty-five were recorded. The first list of 
candidates in the order in which they 
stood in the contest appeared in 
the PoOsT-DISPATCH of March 2, and 
showed Miss Margaret I.. Watson of the 
O’Falron to be in the lead, with 95 votes, 
next in order being Miss Pritehett, Miss 
Stearns and Mrs. Rose Fanning. About 130 
teachers had received votes thus early in the 
contest. 

The fight commenced in real earnest about 
this time, ballots coming in rapidly and the 
greatest interest being displayed. The con- 
test became the leading topic of conversation 
in soclety and commercial circles, on street 
cars and at street corners, and in indeed 
everywhere and among everyone. Clubs 
were formed in the various schools 
to help on the favorite teacher 
and excitement ran high. The ballot was 
printed in ten issues of the SUNDAY POST-DIS8- 
PATCH—two in Maren, four in April and four 
in May. The contest thus continued over two 
months, but never for a single day did the 
interest flag and not a day passed but ballots 
came not singly but in battalia.’’ 

Early in the contest Miss Callie A. Pritchett 
took the lead with Mrs. Fanning second. But 
hard work on the part of the friends of less 
successful teachers soon changed the com- 
plexion of affairs and some sensational 
changes have resulted, so much so that no 
one could tell what any day might bring forth 
in the matter of surprises. 

On May 18 the. SUNDAY POST- DISPATCH pub- 
lished the final rules of the judges—Mesers. 
Joseph Specht, A. Frank and David B, Gould 

in accordance with thuse rules 
ballots received after 6 p. m. on 
y 21 were deposited in a special 
ballot-box which has been kept closed. The 
last announcement of how the teachers stood 
in the contest was on Thursday, May 22, when 
Miss Madge Frederick was first, Mies Anna B.

CHARGES OF PROFESSIONALISM MAY B 
BROUGHT AGAINST HIM. 


Sullivan Says He Will Arrange His Own 

, Matches and Will Not Stand by Those 
Madeby Others Without His Authority— 
Russell Captures the Great American 
Stakes—General Sporting News.

Missouri! Gymnasium 

solictting memberships 

and that this disqualifies him as an amateur. 
In speaking of-Mr. McFadden’s challeuge 
Mr. George S. Rhodes of the M. A. A. C., of 
which the former has long been a member, 
gald: Tes, the challenge is certainly a very 
sweeping one, but seems to be directed prin- 
cipally at @Mr. Brendamour of Cincinnati. 
The challenge shows that Mac has great con- 
fidence In himself, and I have no doubt he is 
a much better man than when he met Mr. 
Brendamour at our games last spring. But 
there is no reason why he shouldn’t be, being 
employed at the gymnasium gives him a big 
advantage over others who are em- 
ployed in office work from elght 
to ten hours a day. Take Mr. 


Brendamour’s case, for instance. I am told 
that he holds a very responsible position in a 
wholesale miliinery store, and that his op- 
portunities for practice are very limited. In 


4 other words, he le a gentleman amateur, and 


only tuduiges in the sport for the exercise and 
the glory there is in it. He is certainly a 
great wrestler, but under such disadvantages 
he bas everything to lose and nothing to 
gain.’’ 

Does a person employed in a gymnasium 
forteit his amateur standing?’’ 

„That is a matter forthe Western Associa- 
tion to deal with, and so far, they bave not 
bad a case of that kind to decide, but the 
Amateur Union has, and its rulings were that 
anyone who accepts employment in any ath- 
letic or gymnastic ornanization in any capac- 
ity forfeits his standing as an amateur, and 1 
have no doubt the Western Association will 
take the same view of it. The superior ad- 
vantages ofa person so employed are very 
obvious.’’ 

‘*Supposing the Western Association should 
endorse the action of the Amateur Union, 
could Mr. McFadden remain a member of an 
amateur club?’’ 

„That depends on the club’s constitution; 
though the M. A. A. C. does not oater to the 
professional element, there is nothing in its 
constitution or a, tomer which prevents pro- 
fessionals from being elected as members, 
but of course they could not take part in 
the club’s contests and therefore there 
would be no object in joining. I might 
add that one or two of the recent 
individual wrestling matches have been 
of such a character that some action will, no 
doubt, be taken at the next meeting of the 
Association for the future regulation of such 
contests. All branches of amateur athietic 
sports have grown wonderfully in St. Louis 
during the past five years and, I think, will 
continue to do so just as long as the sport is 
kept pure and free from suspicion. I think 
that the upshot of, these recent private 
wrestiing matches will be that a law will be 
passed by the Western Association rene 
that boxing and wrestiing matches shall only 
be held under the auspices of some reputable 
amateur atbletic club in connection with their 
games. Otherwise there is no way of prevent- 
ing men wrestiing or sparring for gate re- 
ceipts as no one knows what becomes of the 
money taken in at the door at these 
matches. 

Mr. J. A. St. John, President of the West- 
ern Association, when asked his opinion of 
McFadden’s case, remarked, If McFadden is 
employed at the gymnasium as an instructor, 
he is certainly a professional, but if he 
merely solicits memberships, I do not 
think he comes under the rule. f course if 
itcan be shown that he got any of the money 
taken in at the gate in these recent matches 
ne would lose his standing as an amateur, but 
he may have received nothing but medais. If 
McFadden has violated any rule I think he did 
it through ignorance, as he is very fond of 
athletics. He took it up to build up his con- 
stitution, being very sickiy and delicate. 
He bas made quite 1 study 
of physical culture and dieting 
and deserves great credit. I oannot tell 
anything, however, concerning the merits of 
his case until I hear the testimony, if it ever 
comes up before the association. The rule of 
the Amateur Athletic Union defining an ama- 
teur is as follows, and if McFadden bas done 
anything to conflict with it he is certainly a 
professional: 

One who has not entered in an open com- 
petition; or for either a stake, public or ad- 
mission money or entrance fee; or under a 
fictitious name; or has not competed with or 
against a professional for any prizeor where 
admission fee is charged; or who has not in- 
structed, pursued or assisted in the pursuit of 
athletic exercises as « means of livelihood or 
for gain or any emolument; or whose 
membershbi of any athletic club of 
any kin was not brought about 
or does not continue, because of any mutual 
understanding, express or implied, whereby 
his becoming or continuing a member of such 
club would be of any pecuniary benent to him 
whatever, direct or indirect, and who shall 
in other and all respects conform to the rules 
and regulations of this organization.’ ’’
